4. FIELD WOKK. 


Local market pi'ohlcms, — Bankers and merchants in the commer- 
cial clubs of the State have been interested in 43 intensive studies of 
Io(‘al market i>roblems made by university stiuKuits during the last 
ihree years. Tliese studies have, covered (1) the local deinaml for 
food nud feed stuffs, tlie local production and the shortage— total 
and in detail: (2) the bills for imjiortpd food supplies, and their 
•significance and (3) the remedies. The professor of rural economjes 
ai\d sociology has delivered addre^ssos on the local luarket problem 
111 Klizabeth City, Wilmington, Raleigh, Winston-Salem, and Char- * 
lotto, tiiree of which lia\ e been imblished in booklet form iiy -local 
banks and husiiiess groups. ’ * 

Fiijd surveyti. — Orange County: Economic and Swial,’' will be 
published at the earliest possible date. This bulletin will give the 
results of six field investigations actively involving the ('arolina Chib 
mombers, the Chaiicl Hill Community Clul>; the eoilnty school board, 
unci the State and Federal authorities— some 400 people, all told. 
These surveys ccmeoiiied : (1) Country schools, (2) cliurehos and 
Sunday schools, (3) public health and sanitation, (4) farm homes, 
(5) farm practices, and (G) soils and soil resources. The special 
field study of negro churches and Sunday schools in Orange Comity, ' 
made by Rev, Walter Patten, will be published by the country life 
committee tlic Northern Presbyterian Home Mission Board. 

“Forsytk County: Economic and Social” is a bulletin based on 
the work of six Forsyth students at the university and three mem- 
bers of the university faculty. It will be published hy a group of ^ 
business people in Wihstpn-Salem as soon as it can be finally edited, 
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B. -COUNTUV-LirK CONl'KRENCES. 

Connti'v-life confcionccs have been licld at the univei-sity during 
the last four siiniiner-school sesswuis; 'the first in 1914 under the 
direction of Dr. Liberty H. Bailey, of Cornell, and Prof. Branson, 
of the imiversky. In lOlo, the inoininent figure was Dr. William A. 
McKeever, of the Kansas State Universitv. 

^ In 1916 a eoiintiy -life institute of illustrative sort was directed by 
Prof. Branson, the purjmse being to .stimulate the holding of such 
ui.stitiite.s in country couimunit ie.s throughout the State under local 
ministerial guidance. The attendants upon this institute at the 
university were with 21 ministers among the number. Two 
thousand copies of a special bulletin embodying the plan were pub- 
lished, and the entiie edition was distributed iu response to requests 
for it from the State at large and from other States. Nine' local 
institutes were held in counirv communities in north Alabama by a 
single nunister. In North Carolina the .State communitv sc-rvice 
coinniission has held such institutes in 15 c.mntry communi'tie.s. 

In 1917, the Country-Life ('on-fercnce hekl an oighl-day se.ssion, 
including two Sundays, on which day.s siiecial addiesses on country 
churdi and Sunday school problems were deli\ered by Dr. Victoi- I. 
Masters, of the Southern Baptist home mission hoard. Prof. K. L. 
Middleton, of the State Ba])tist Association, and Prof. Branson. 
Hie home, school, and health problems of the countryside were 
treated by Dr. C. J. (lalpin, of the University of W'i.scon.sin-and rep-^ 
resentatives of the State departments of education, agriculture, and- 
public health. The attendants numbered 274. \ '

Ten thousand copies of the university News Letter are mtiiled 
weekly to people in North Carolina who want i^nd write for it.

It is devoted to the economic,' 
social, and civic phase.s of North Carolina life, and it enables the 
univer.sity to present to the people of the State the intimate .studies 
of North Carolina made in the department of rural economics and 
sociology and by the stndcnt.s of the State and county clubs. 


III. PUBLIC DISCUSSION AND DEBATP.' 

North Carolina has always had a special bent for public tlisc.u.s.sion 
and debate. In order that .such discu.ssion inight be belter informed, 
and more intelligent, the division of public discussion and debate has 
atteinpted to promote discussion and debate not only among tlip' high 
schools, but tnnong chibs and socleities of every sort, and $o supply

tlii'uU£;h which liic work has been eaiTied on most successfully, liow- 
c\oi'. have been the school literary societies liaviii^ lueinbership in 
the High-School Debating Union, 
ihi.s organization, through tlie (‘ooporation of the Dialectic and 
I Philantliropic Litcraiy Societies of the university, was established 
I in Jt'12 with an eurollnieiit of 90 >cliool.<, . In March, 1913, each of 
^ tlie-'C 90 school?, after carefully studying an SO-page Inilletiii pre- 
pared by the division, put out an artirinative and a negative team, 
groilj)cd them in triangles with* teams from ncigliboring scdiools, and 
lieKl spirited debates in 90 North Carolina comimmities. The local * 
contests in these communities were heard by 30,000 North Caro- 
linians, leaving out of consideration the, pupils in the schools who 
becniue familiar with the subject in the school societies and competi- 
tive contest? for j)ositions on the teams. 

Fnlluwing this, all scliools whoso two teams had won in both of 
their loc^l contests wore entitled to enter final contests at the uni- 
\\’i.'^ity. sixteen schools, whose representatives wore entertained at ^ 
(he iinivcrsity for two day.s by members of the faculty and the 
student body, won this privilege;^ and after further elimination, 
Pleasant (uirdeii, a farm-life seliool of Guilford County, won the 
(Iccisioii over the high school of the city of Durham. Woman suHVage 
\\:is the subject for debate, aiuHlic aninuativc won. 

In PJ14 the niimher of schools grew to* laO, and ii iininber of girls 
made places on the teams. Forty-one schools woiuiu the first pre- 
liminary and sent IGI reprc.?<mtatives to the university for the iinal 
iOMle.st. Winston-Salem won on the negative of th(» subject of (he 
initiative and roterenduiii. Sixty- four of the one luuulred North 
I ('arolina counties were represented, and a total audience of more 
F than 50,000 was reache(|. 

Kiitiuisiasm ami interest have .steadily increased from the l>^in- 
ning. In 1915 the iminber of scTiools reached 250; in 191G it grew 
to a25; and in the 1917 contest it reached 332, with a total of 1,328 
dchaters, all speaking iii 332 North Carolina communities on the 
same iiiglit (March 20) to audiences of 125.000 to 150,000 people. Jn 
tlieso three contests the subjects wore ship subsidies, flie onlargcineut 
of the Navy, the Government ownership of niilrOads, the winners 
heing the high schools of W’ilson, Graham, and Wbiynesville.

largv industrial c(*ute?*s in which suflicicntly large groups of engi- 
neer. ineehanics. salesmen, clerks, etc., can he organized to warrant 
the ex|)eiise of >n|>plying an instnictitr to llic group. It is not de- 
sirable or i’ea>iltle to carry on work in smdi witli individuals by corre- 
spondence ahuu*. Little oi* no opportunity ha.s been oirorcd so far by 
which thi>f work (‘an be earriod bn tbrongb tho summer months, be- 
cause so many of tlu* insnnetors arc away on vacation. This has 
jH'o.ven a handicap, and siO])s are being taken to overcome it.

VI. MUNICIPAL REFERENCE. 


Cnit ilicntidii ufa veiy hii;h soi't is felt b}' the Bureau of Extension 
ilial the pvnenil assembly, ; : iti 11)15 nfeetinj;. piovideil for the cstab- 
li'lmieiit of a Lfpislative Iv. foi'ei'co Bureaii'for the State, ami appro- 
I'iiated ijta.OOO aiiniially i'or its maintenance. The bureau had felt 
th.it North (’aroliiiii greatly needed the service of such a reference 
l^.hiiiean. iiiul, in so fur as it could, had p*laccd since its organization 
(■"iuparativc. legislative material in the hands of legislators seeking 
iiilormatioii coiuerning projiosed laws. 

While this hiircaii has been established at the. State capital’ at- 
haleigh, no provision has been made for a siinilar4jmva>i for intniici- 
|ialituw. Coii.seiiucntly, the division of legislative referenee, under 
the direction of Profs. C. L. 1101)07 and J. (l.i^le R. Hamilton, has 
bi'cii continued as the division of niimicipal refemice. During recent 
ec.ssions of the general as.sembly information has been s>ii)plied imi- 
iiiripajjiies coneerning ebailers. franchises, ta.xation. etc., and ma- 
terial from the university library has been loaned. Recently the 
siaudard municipal journals of the United .States and a mimlJcr of 
. Iiooks on charters, fi-aiicliises, city planning, commission form of goy- 
onimcnt. playgroimffi. munieipal ownership of public utilities, etc., 
have been ailded to the municipal reference library, and special in- 
vestigations eoneerning city school system.s, chambers of commerce, 
markets, etc., have been carried out by various (iepartnients of the, 
mmersity. 'I'bere is a di.stinct field of service here, and while the 
orgnnixation for supplying it Ims'iiot been adciiunteiy. developed, it 
IS the purpose of this division to develop it as rapidly ii.s possible.

engineers; hut it has been ilu*ir i)ur])Ose to ‘zivi* infoi'inat ion niul in- 
struction which would he of henofit to roatl (Miiriueei's and would in- 
crease die hnowled.LV and elliciency of road superintendents, foremen, 
.snpervi.sors, etc. To road conimis.doncr.s the institute lias. endeavored' 
to give an opportmdly for familiarizing ihcin.selvcs with the charac- 
ter of road prohlcm.s and ha.s doinor.stralcd the iinportanoe of plac- 
ing skilled engineers in charge, of the roa.l w„rk in their townships' 
and counties. ^ 

The institute is held annnally during l■•,■hr;lary. and la.sts for six 
days. A carefully preiiarcd program is pro\ idcd in which rc|.rc.sVii- ' 
tatives of the univci'sity, the Geological survey, the .'Ntato highwa'v 
coiniuissioii, and road exjierts from the Federal and oiliei' tttale Gov- 
crnmcirts participate. In 11)17 thc.se lecturers and instn.cfors nimi- 
bcrccl 34. In comiection with the lectures and discu.^.-ions. .imiotical 
demonstrations are given daily in road construction, road’ machinery.' 
etc., on the streets of the town and the. roads of the county. 

•At the first institute 24 counties were represented, with o4 men 
attending; at the second, Iicld in February. 1915. 29 coimiics were 
represented, with 80 men at .■nding; at the third, held in February, 
1910, 127 men were prcJki, represehting 43 comities. Of the 1910 
^attendance, 20 were road engineers, 19 road superintendents, 31 rdttd 
_jlommiffiioncrs and county commissioners; 12 road supervisors, 4 
patrolmen, 20 majehincry and materials men and contnictors; the 
remainder were ipen who were interested in road work, includiiig 20 
sftidents of the university. In' 1917 the total number present was 130. 

IX. POSTGRADUATE INSTRUCTION IN MEDICINE.

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pf^rfAnre of this matter .and to render a more extensive service than 
v'iis practical throupli the first two-year medical coiir.sos piven by its 
medical dcpartnient and through the occasional addresses delivered 
by members of the nicdical faculty, the univcivsitv. at the sugges- 
tion of .Secretary \\ . S. Kankin, of the State board of health, in the 
.siimiiier of rttl(> institiiteil poslgradiiate courses in medicine for the 
lieiiefit of iiracticing jthysicians. This work, which proved very suc- 
cessful. was carried on jointly by the university and the State board 
of health. * 

Two courses, both in ])cdiatrics, were conducted, one, being for 
physicians in eastern Carolina, the other in western Carolina. One 
^^a.s for IG weeks, the other for T2 weeks. They consisted of lectures 
and clinics under the direction pf Dr. Lewis Webb Hill, of Harvard 
riiiversity, and Dr. Jc.'^se R. Gertsley, of Northwestern University, 
liotJi acknowledged experts in their field. 

Thuler this plan the teacher went to the doctors pmcticin" at home, 
in.dead of a few of the best of them going north to him for several 
weeks of clinical work. Six towrus in eastern Noi-th Carolina reason- 
ably close together, with satisfactory train schedules, were selected, 
and a class of jdiysicians (varying in number, from 8 to 20) was 
torincd in each town from the town and ity stiiTotinding country, 
riie first lecture was given class in town A on Monday inom- 

wfx for one hour, and a tw^hoiir clinic held that afternoon. On 
Tuesday the lecturer went to town B foi* the first lecture there; on 
Wednesday to town- C; and so on llirou<^h the six toTj-ns on the six 
days of the week, goinc hack to town A on tiic following Monday 
for tiie second lecture; and so oh for the second lecture anc^ clinic at 
B, C, etc.j and so on through the length of the* course. In this way 
the lectures in town A were all delivered ^n Monday, in town 
B on Tuesday, et'c.>and similarly for the we.stern division. 

* One hundred aiul oiglity-fivc physicians took tiie courses, or above 

in o-nch (livision. The expense's of the coni.st^ were paid by the 
piiysicians, the tuition charges heing about ^10 for eacii student. A 
small laboratory in the local hospital was maintained in connection 
with each clinic. 


A (juestiomuii^'c was sent to all of the physician.s who took the 
course, and tliey w;ore aslcecl a number of (picstions in reganl to its 
snccess.- Fully 76 per cent agreed tiiat it wns very successful nh,d 
.helpful. About the same per cent said that if another course' in it 
different subject should be offci’ed they would take it. The greatest 
difficulty encountered rwas in getting clinical materinl, and having 
the tnembere of the class meet the responsibility of furnishhig the 
matctial. It is believed that this, difficulty can obviated .by inofo ^ 

care at the loginning of the. course. . : " t ; , : ' v 
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The plan is a flexible one. Similar courses could be instituted 
much shorter in length for sucli subjects as require brief special 
treatment, and instead of a group of half-dozen. towns, a group of 
three towns or two towns coul.l. through some cooperating agencv 
secure special lecturers and liohl special clinics. ^ ’ 

A formal record of attendance was kept at the class meetings, and 
an examination was given in-all the classes in one of the divisions 
bifty-seven men .stood this written test and pasaal on it, and were 
g^en certihcates by the university. At the conclusion of the courses 
the lectures were published in book form./*’ 

X. MISCELLANEOUS ACTIVITIES. 

Thus far this statciiient has dealt with the activities of the nine 
special divisions of the bureau of extension. Certain other oi"iin- 
izat.ons or groups of individuals on the campus or clo.selv'connwted 
with it ha\e. so splendidly illustrated the extcn.sioii sbirit pernieatino- 
the university community that mention of them is included here. “ 

VOrXG MEN'S CHUISTIA.N ASSOCIATIO.X EXTE.NSION WORK. 

Various e.xtension activities arc carried on through students en- 
rolled in the \ oiiiig Men s Christian Association. \o doubt the mo.st 
siictos.sful .migle activity is the country Suiidav-school work, seven 
such .sehoo s w.thni a radius of 4| miles from the uiiivcrsfty being 
conducted liy the students. * 

Town.s|mople, faculty members, and students furnish transporta- 
tion facilities, and every .Sunday sees one student regularly, with 
very often some helper, .at a gn en solioollmuse or eliiirch to give Sun- 
day-sdiool instnictioii. In about one-half of the schools the people 
of the community themselves cooperate by furnisliing one of- more 
tendiers lo hel[) conduct the work. 

In coniicclioii with tlicsc schools this pa.st year a Ivcciim course was 
given during week nights over a four weeks’ period," in which faeultv 
members, 1 1, e muversity glee (dub, and the vaudeville (earn p.artid 
pated. llie programs varied from leetiiro.s and musical programs to 
sleight-of-hnnd tricks, tiiiiibling, inoiiologuos, etc. ’ 

the State-wide cumpaigii for the elimination of illit- 
S’scriV""^ Mens aiMstian Association conducted seven moon- 
light schools, meeting three nights a weelj for four weeks Sixty 
students ivere used as teachers for iiustruction in the funclamonta^ 
^bjects. Intei-est was added to (his formal work by illustrated lec- 
tures on such subjects as health, sunitation, Bible stories, etc. This 
phase of the Young Men’s Christian Association extension work be 



Night-school work is also carried on for about eight weeks every 
wmter in a near-by cotton-mill village. Instruction is given in all 
tlic elementary school subjects, emphasis being placed upon the mpre 
practical applications of the principles. Special lectures are used 
here also to give added interest to the more formal work. The en- 
mllinent is u.sually around 7"> pupils, with an average attendance of 
about G5. The work is enthusiastically .supported. 

Schools of similar nature, are c.dnbiished and maintained for the 
negroes in districts surrounding- the university center. Everv pos- 
sd)le, effort is made to secure and hold the attendance of the colored 
jieople, hut with rather discouraging results. 


Sl'MMKU sriiooi.s. 

The University of Xorth Carolina wa.s the first i^tate-.supported 
higher institution to establish sumnicr normal work for juiblic- 
school teachers. Thi.s so-called Summer Normal wa.s established in 
1877 by Dr. Kemp P. Hattie. This form of extension work was car- 
ried on for eight years, during whil^i time it served nearly 2,o00 
\vork(M’s in the field of educalion. 

Over II ]ioriofl of 10 years tliore ^Y^s no work of this^sort carried 
on at the university, kut in lRi)4 the summer school idea was revived 
imd continued until IW, when once more the work w^as allowed to 
lilpse, having served ahout l.oOO toacliers during this period of its 
exist onrc. 

In 1907 summer-schoti] work for teachers again was begun at the 
university, witli an enrollment of and lias continued to the pres- 
ent. time, ^steadily each year this eiirollmont has increased until (ho 
session of 1010 enrolled over 1,000 students, mostly teachers and 
siiperintomlents. * . 

I he foi in of orgimi/at ion and method of conducting the work 
difT(u* little from wluU: are found in the various tyiies of summer’ 
schools thraugliont the United Slates. The length of the session is 
six weeks, exclusive of all iioliilays, registration, etc. 

The teaching stall consists of 41 men and 19 women. Twentj- 
cight of the men are mcmhrrs of the regular univer.sity faculty, and 
.sc^on olheis come fi’oiii other college faculties for the sununcr. 

Over 100 ditlVrent courses of instruction arc otTorod, many of 
tlu*m being taught in two sections or imire. About, one-fourth of the

It was North Carolina's distinction to bo the first State to devote, 
du ough pi'oclamation on the part of the governor, a week, or a part 
ol a week, to the study in eveiy coimmmitv of the State of vital com- 
munity problems. This it did during Decoinln'r, ;i-5, 1014, the idea 
Inning originated with the jiresident of the university. In carr 3 ’ing 
out the observance of the'-' Week.^’ the central committee appointed 
liy the g(.vcnu)r, drew upon the bureau for the editor of the hand- 
book, which was used as a .basis of the specific studies engaged in,, 
ami m.ade, extensive use of material from the files of the univeraty 
library and of the departiirent of rural economics and sociology. The 
.Handbook, issued in a 40,000 edition, contained studies on roads,, 
selinoLs, public health, cooperntive enterprises, etc., and was studied in 
detail by mcmbei-s of the communities and niadc.the basis of the dis* , 
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bureau of extension.
